mov ed to Ind ianapolis, and the fol­ 
lowing y ear was elected to the U. S. 
Senate.

d emocratic cand id ate senator 
then 
in congress, he serv ed on the Ju d i­ 
ciary , Nav al, Pu blic land s and other 
committees. In 187 2, he was elected 
Gov ernor of Ind iana, the first d emo­ 
crat to be elected to su ch a position 
in any of the Northern states after 
the war. 
In 187 6 , Hend ricks

posed to be built in Rushville town 
ship in the hands of (lie county audi 
tor there now promises to be a fight 
as to which of (lie roads will be built. 
According to the 
estimates of the 


viewers the township has funds a*; 
ailuble for the construction of two of 
the roads and which two it will be is 
up to the county commissioners. 


The total cost of the three roads- 


First street, the Frank Green et al. 
highway and (be Frank Capp et al. 
road—amounts to $91.433.20. The 
township has 
approximately $85.- 


000 available for road purposes or 
can be bonded to this amount with- 
out reaching the four per cent limit. 
Thus is it readily seen that 
only 


two of the roads can be built unless 
the roads can be built cheaper than 
the estimates of the viewers. 


The city, understanding that First 


street would be 
one .of the roads 


favored, 
readily 
turned 
over the 


street to the 
county for construc- 


tion. This action on the part of the 
city may have been too hasty as the 
commissioners have the right to say 
which of the roads will be built. 
It 


is believed that the 
commissioners 


will take the roads as they come, ac- 
cording to the reports of the view- 
ers. 
The report on First street was 


filed first, then the Green road and 
the Capp highway was the last. 


The viewers reported favorably on 


all three of the roads. The Green 
highway and the Capp road call for 
concrete paving. 
The Green high- 


way is to be thirty feet wide in the 
city limits rid sixteen feet outside. 
The road is : \.5S3 feet in length and 
the estimate for concrete is $32,- 
776.20. Culverts and bridges amount 
to an additional sum of $2,725. 
Dr. 


C. L. Smullen and Ollie J. Cook were 
the viewers on this road. 


The Capp road is 13.950 feet in 


length and the width is to lie 10 
feet. 
The estimated cost of this 


road is $35,685. Fred Lightfoot and 
Jesse W. Peters were the viewers. 


With First street costing $22,972, 


according to the_es_timate, the total 
estimated cost of the three roads is 
$91,433.20. By building First street 
and the Green road the township will 
not be 
bonded to the 
limit. The 


same will apply to either of the oth- 
er two roads, but 
there is not a 


chance of building all three of them. 


There will be some disappointment 


in case the Capp rond is not built. 
This road extends down the New 
Salem pike and at present is in very 
bad condition. In case it is not con- 
structed the county will be compell- 
ed to make some repairs and these 
•will eventually be wasted as the road 
can be constructed in the course of 
a year or so.
